North-West, by greatly increasing the price 
of agricultural implements and lumber? 

Ie it not strange that five years ago an in- 
crease in the import duties on certain arti- 
cles was held up to be mighty statesmanship, 
the galvation of the country and the founda- 
tion of everlasting prosperity, and yet now 
when the circumstances of the country are 
similar a similar remedy is not.tried. Is it 
because the alleged remedy was and is a hum- 
bug? 

Is it not é6trange that the Canadian gov- 
ernment will sell land to a colonization com- 
pany at Ome doliur an acre on condition of 
parcial settlement and will not. sell the same 
land to the Settler himself for less than two 
dollars an acre. 

Is it not strange that with twenty thousand 
Canadians se:tled in Dakota the Canadian 
government will deny that there is an emi- 
gration from Canada to the United States 
and will by refusing the just demands of Ca- 
nadians in the North-West contribute to swell 
that emigration, while at the same time 
spending over $300,000 yearly to induce a for- 
elgn immigration, 

Is it not strange that while a large propor- 
tion and the most Mportant part of the leg- 
islation of the country relates to the North- 
West, and waile Prince Edward Islaud, with 
wiarea of 2,133 square wiles anda popula- 
ton of 94,000 has six representatives in the 


house of co.umons and fourin the senate, the | 


North-West with an area of 2,600,000 square 
miles and a population of 140,000 has no re- 
presentative whatever, 

Is it not Strange that Canada was unable to 
sunstruct 
and yet a company finds little difficulty in 
constructing the same work entirely on the 
bonuses and Kuarantees of the government.
